Enumerators For Census. 


About sixty-five thousand enumera- 


tors will be needed for the thirteenth 
decennial census of the United States, 
and also of Hawaii and Porto Rico, 
according to estimates prepared for 
Census Director Durand by Geogra- 
pher Chas. S. Sloane of the census 
bureau, in whose division the enumer- 
ators' districts are defined and fixed. 
This is an increase of about 11,000 
over the number of schedule-carriers 
in the census of 1909. 


The present census law requires 


that the enumeration of the popula- 
tion shall b'e taken as of the 15th of 
April, 1910, and the enumerators must

Slow Trains.

around Southern California by train 
must have marveled at. the recent pub- 
lished schedule by which the. passen- 
gers of the I-tisltania and Mauretanla. 
are delivered in London. 


The run Is made from Flshguard to 


London, a distance of about MO miles, 
In 
170 minutes. Counting for stops, 


this would mean an average speed of 
over a rnlle a minute. And lOngland Is 
almost without railway accidents. 


Contrast this Kng'ish run Into Lon- 


don with the trip from Los Angeles to 
the village; of San .lacint.o—a distance 
of about 100 miles on the schedule 
time, or five hours! 


The truth Is, our boasted American 


travel 
facilities are 
ridlcuously in- 


adequate 
particularly as regards loc- 


al truffle. It never seems to occur to 
the railroads to put on fast service 
u n t i l Mr. Iluntington heaves In sight 
with his trolley cars. Then they have 
a spasm of motor cars and frequent 
trains and oi.her devices. 


Any one who uses local train service 


to any extent, must be impressed with 
these facts: that nearly all the trains 
use old rolling stock; that, they fairly 
crawl over the track; that It takes an 
absurdly long time to pile In the bag- 
gage at depots; that the whole worku 
has to stand on the track while the 
brakernan leisurely strolls out to turn 
the switch, and that the train is not 
run with the snap and speed one haw 
a right to expect of Americans. 


The crew ought to work like a foot- 


ball team coached by "Hurry-up Yost," 
and the trains ought to take the track 
like a scared coyote. 


Wo believe In the highest attainable 


sliced, The danger does not lie In 
speed. 
It lies In bad railroad con- 


struction; dangerous grade crossings 
and slip-shod disregard on the part 
of the men for the rigidity of orders. 
We think extreme speed makes train 
crews more careful. 


On some of the cross roads of the 


East, the crew works like the pony 
ballet in the modern comic opera— 
never a step slower than a run. In 
California the local trains still run on 
a backwodfl basis. 


Thoy ought to be brought up with a 


Jerk. 


It ought to he dinged into them to 


hurry, hurry, hurry! 


Some system of safety at grade 


crossings should be devised, as In the 
Kast. An engineer should have a 
right to know when he pulls the 
throttle and lets her slide out on the 
track, that he ha« nothing to look out 
for but an Intervention of Providence. 
—Times. 


Peonage in Mexico. 


The sensational charges that a sys- 


tem of peonage, arnount.nlg to absolute 
slavery, exists in Mexico, are made In 
the current number of the American 
magazine, In an article entitled "Slav- 
ery of Yucatan in Barbarous Mexico," 
by John Kenneth Turner. 


In the editor's foreword he declares 


that the Mexican government is more 
autocratic than the Russian, and like 
Russia, has Its Siberia, in a desert 
land, a spy system, political prisoners 
and terrible prisons. The reason the 
news of this has been suppressed, he 
declares, 
Is because President Diaz 


has complete control of 
the 
news 


centers. 


In the article Turner states that 


thousands of Mexicans are held in 
actual slavery, called "enforced ser- 
vice for debts." Hundreds of Yaqui 
Indians have been sent to the south- 
ern section of the country from So- 
nora. The system operative there, he 
alleges, permits the creditors to hold 
a debtor at labor, giving him only 
enough pay to keep himself and fam- 
ily. 
In this manner the debt never 


grows less, and on the death of the 
debtor, It falls upon the family, which 
Is thus entangled in a cunning legal 
mesh. 


In concluding his expose, 
Turner 


says the peons are tortured terribly 
and compelled to work harder when 
tln-y attempt to rebel at their fate.
